Quit Bidding 
On Goya ‘Find’

I nearly bought the Goya 
sketch book which was sold 
for a “song” at an auction 
sale in Victoria nearly three 
years ago. 

I missed an opportunity of 
a. lifetime, that is, making 
$465,000, the market value to- 
day of 81 wash and red chalk 
sketches drawn by the most 
famous of Spanish court 
painters. 

The sketch book was sold 
for a mere $20 to art collec 
tor J. P. E. Klaverwyden, 1560 
Rockland, a retired Shell Oil 
Company executive 

It was a fantastic sale in 
many ways. 

There were only three of 
us who bid for the drawings 
at Maynard's antique sale. 

The art treasure was passed 
up by some 200 persons, in- 
cluding art connoisseurs from 
Vancouver and Seattle. 

I first ran across the sketch 
book in the afternoon prior to 
the evening sale. The draw- 
ings, many dealing with 
human interest subjects, were 
so striking and delicately 
executed that I thought it was 
the best-buy of the sale 

To me those simple draw- 
ings had more in them than 
all the silver and gold orna- 
ments up for sale in the auc- 
tion room The drawings 
were unsigned. I did _ not 
know they had any value, but 
I wanted to acquire them for 
their own sake 

Bidding started at $2 

I was standing beside Mr 
Klaverwyden, then unknown 
to me. He seemed so intent 
on acquiring the sketches that 
I felt it was of little use to 
continue the contest. I 
dropped out at a $10 bid. 

There remained in the ring 
only a soft-spoken woman 
who wanted the sketches for 
personal reasons—she loved 
the drawings. She kept rais- 
ing the bid a dollar at a time. 

She faltered at $18, leaving 
the prize to Mr. Klaverwyden. 

Some days later Mr. Klaver- 
wyden told me he would have 
gone as high as $100 for the 
book, but no higher.

The words were. spoken today

| She was the person who put 
up for auction the 81-page, 
parchment sketch book bought 
in February, 1956, by J. P. E 
Klaverwyden, 
when his $20 bid was successful 
at a Maynard's auction. 

Almost two centuries old, the 
{sketch book passed through the 
hands of at least four members 
of the Dunsmuir family before 
Mr. Klaverwyden obtained it 
and climaxed three years of re 
search by having it certified as 
the work of famous Spanish 
painter Francisco Goya Lu 
cientes when he was 22. 

Mrs. Mitchell almost threw it 
out because “it was just craw! 
jing with maggots” when it 
jcame into her possessien by a

| She obtained it in 1952 in 
|Monte Carlo where she was liv 
jing with an aunt, Mrs. Muriel 
|Dunsmuir, now living at 1725 
|Beach Drive. While there, a 
second aunt, Mrs. Marian Stev 
enson, died and left all her pos 
sessions to Mrs. Dunsmuir. 

“Muriel decided she only 
wanted some of the antiques 
left in the estate and she told 
me to take the rest,” Mrs, Mit 
chell, a widow, said.

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Cutting Up the Pie 


HE FEDERAL AND PROVIN- 

cial Governments have opened 
in Ottawa today what Mr. Bennett 
calls the most important conference 
in their history. Perhaps it is the 
most important, but we need expect 
no immediate results from it. 


The Diefenbaker Government has 
hardly been in office long enough to 
devise a new federal-provincial taxa- 
tion policy. Moreover, its high pre- 
election promises to the provincial 
governments cannot be lightly set 
aside nor. easily ‘fulfilled. 


It will be surprising, therefore, 
if the current conference does more 
than explore the ground and arrange 
for action in the Government's first 
regular budget, early next year. It 
will not be surprising if: all these 
problems are postponed until after 
another national election. 


This is an extremely complex 
business which only experts can hope 
to understand in detail. It is a busi- 
ness of both finance and politics. 

Putting it roughly, the Diefen- 
baker Government has virtually 
promised Ontario, the richest prov- 
ince, a large increase .in revenue, 
about $100 millions. At any rate, 
if Premier Frost does not get a sum 
of about that size he will feel that 
his decisive help to Mr. Diefenbaker 
in Ontario last June was wasted. 

These extra revenues would be 
assured to Ontario by a change in 
the formula worked out, after years 
of negotiation, by the Liberal Gov- 
ernment. That is to say, Ontario 
would receive a larger fraction of 
the income, corporation and succes- 
sion duty taxes now collected from 


the nation at large by the Federal 


Government. 


But if Ontario is to receive more | 


revenue’ so—in both justice and in 
politics—must the other previnces. 


All of them are clamoring for a} 


larger share of the nation’s pie, even 
British Columbia which spends far 
more proportionately than any other 


province and boasts that it has | 


gigantic revenue surpluses. 
Assuming that Ontario is given 
an extra sum of about a hundred 
millions, the same proportionate 
grants to the other provinces would 
total something like two hundred 
millions, or a total extra drain on 


the federal treasury of about three 


hundred millions. 
This cost, on top of recent pen- 
sion increases and other higher 


expenditures under a Government) 


which has promised drastic economy, 
must daunt the new finance minister, 
Mr. Fleming, especially when he has 
promised also to reduce taxes. 

There is no end to the provinces’ 
demands. But there is certainly an 
end to the Federal Government's 
revenues and the national taxpayer’s 
ability to pay. That end is now 
clearly in sight, for federal tax col- 
lections have lately begun to fall. 

How Mr. Fleming proposes to 
square this alarming circle the pdblic 
does not know. Probably Mr. Flem- 
ing doesn’t know himself. We can 
hardly. expect him to perform a 
quick miracle in Ottawa this week. 
More likely, the provinces must wait 
some time for a final answer, pos- 
sibly until the national polls close 
next year. 


Japan and Alaska’s Salmon 


MERICAN ANXIETY OVER 
the depletion of Alaska salmon 
can be readily understood in Canada. 


Alaska salmon are an important 
contributor to the U.S. fisheries in- 
dustry and to the world’s. supply of 
food. And the Alaska fisheries have 
been going downhill rapidly. 

Under these circumstances, it 
may be natural for Mr. Milo Moore, 
head of the State Fisheries Depart- 
ment of Washington to criticize in- 
roads allegedly being made by Jap- 
anese into those fishing grounds. 

He is indignant, moreover, at the 
refusal of Canadian representatives 
on the International North Pacific 
Fisheries Commission, “to recognize 
or to consider the findings of three 
years’ research on salmon presented 
in support of the United States pro- 
posal to establish a conservation 
zone in the area where a large con- 
centration of Asian and American 
stocks of salmon are found inter- 
mingling.” 

Merely because the issue involves 
Alaska salmon, Canada is no disin- 
terested by-stander in this problem. 
And if Canadian representatives, 
knowledgeable men experienced in 
fisheries matters, were convinced of 
the merit of the United States’ case, 
the Canadians would doubtless sup- 
port it. Their unwillingness to pro- 
vide such support indicates more 
than a haphazard disregard for what 
is an immediate United States in- 
terest, but is of close concern to 
Canada. 

This country is a member of the 
joint commission with the United 
States and Japan. Its purpose is to 
protect fisheries, mainly salmon, in 
the North Pacific from a degree of 
exploitation which could lead to total 
destruction of the species. 

If the determining factor in the 
reduction of Alaske salmon is the in- 
vasion of Japanese fishermen, Cana- 
dians are automatically interested 
and for two reasons. 

In the first place, if the Japanese 
are seriously depleting the Alaska 


fisheries, the British Columbia 
salmon are immediately in jeopardy, 
because fishermen will come here to 
make their hauls where salmon are 
when they can't catch them else- 
where.

ondly if Japan is over-fishing 

salmon waters and getting 
away with it, Japanese fishermen 
will very soon be using the same, 
exploitation tactics further south 

But is Japan the villain of the 
piece? 

Experts on the subject contend 
that Alaska salmon would be going 
down with or without the Japanese 
threat because of American fishing 
and for certain unknown reasons. 

If the Japanese are fishing im- 
properly—and in violation of terms 
of the fisheries treaty—they should 
be stopped, of course. But if they 
are merely to be shut out of a North 
Pacific area because some other 
cause has resulted in the depletion 
of Alaska salmon, an injustice would 
be thrust upon them. 

Japanese fishermen have no 
native salmon because Japan has no 
salmon streams. They have been 
frightened off some of the Siberian 
fishing grounds by Russia. They 
have signed the North Pacific fish- 
eries convention and if they are 
living up to its terms, they deserve 
consideration. 

They, no less than the United 
States and Canada, must recognize 
the first objective of the fisheries 
treaty. That is to preserve the raw 
material of their industry. If they 
fish out an area, their people go 
hungry too. 

The Japanese are being blamed 
for the Alaska ‘salmon shortage. Be- 
fore Canada joins in that condemna- 
tion its representatives doubtless 
want to know just how much Alaska 
fish Japanese fishermen are taking. 

They also want to know if the 
new American proposal will work. | 
And apparently they are not con- | 
vinced by research to date that the 
United States’ proposal presents a 
solution.

Tt nearly bought the Goya 
sketch book which was sold 
for a “song” at an auction 
sale in Victoria nearly three 
years ago. 

I missed an opportunity of 
a lifetime, that is, making 
$465,000, the market value to- 
day of 81 wash and red chalk 
sketches drawn by the most 
famous of Spanish court 
painters. 

The sketch book was sold 
for a mere $20 to art collec- 
tor J. P. E. Klaverwyden, 1560 
Rockland, a retired Shell Oil 
Company executive 

It was a fantastic sale in 
many ways. 

There were only three of 
us who bid for the drawings 
at Maynard's antique sale. 

The art treasure was passed 
up by some 200 persons, in- 
cluding art connoisseurs from 
Vancouver and Seattle. 

I first ran across the sketch 
book in the afternoon prior to 
the evening sale. The draw- 
ings, many dealing with 
human interest subjects, were 
so striking and delicately 
executed that I thought it was 
the best buy of the sale. 

To me those simple draw- 
ings had more in them than 
all the silver and gold orna- 
ments up for sale in the auc 
tion room The drawings 
were unsigned. I did not 
know they had any value, but 
I wanted to acquire them for 
their own sake 

Bidding started at $2 

I was standing beside Mr. 
Klaverwyden, then unknown 
to me. He seemed so intent 
on acquiring the sketches that 
I felt it was of little use to 
continue the contest. I 
dropped out at a $10 bid. 

There remained in the ring 
only a. soft-spoken woman 
who wanted the sketches for 
personal reasons—she loved 
the drawings. She kept rais- 
ing the bid a dollar at a time 

She faltered at $18, leaving 
the prize to Mr. Klaverwyden 

Some days later Mr. Klaver 
wyden told me he would have 
gone as high as $100 for the 
book, but no higher.

The law demands that all our 


coins are made at a government 
mint. The crime of making 
coins privately is counterfeiting 
-— punishable by a term in 
prison, At one time there were 
five legal U.S. mints, When the 
San Francisco mint closed in 
1955, only two remained. One 
is_in Philadelphia, the other in 
Denver. Between them, these 
two mints can turn out four 
billion coins a year.

. Coins Made? 

The job begins with making 
metal alloys. Two or more 
metals are melted 
form an alloy which is stronger 
than any one metal alone. Our 
busy coins have to be sturdy to 
stand up under their daily 
chores. 

The tough little penny is made 
of 95% copper alloyed with 5% 
tin and zinc Though mostly 
copper, the alloy is actually 
bronze. It is sturdy and slow 
to-tarnish. The alloy for mak 
ing nickels is 75% copper and 
25% nickel. Dimes, quarters, 
half dollars and-big silver dol 
lars are made from an alloy of 
90% silver and 10% copper.
